charge of speeding and returned 
to Louisiana for having a stolen 
car in his possession with a Louis- 
iana license.

His attorneys sald they will 
ask the US Supreme Court to 
review the case on the grounds 
that Lewis was coerced into 
making the confession, 


In the appeal to the US Supreme 
Court the attorneys said they will 
show that Lewis “confessed to the 
murder crime in return for a 
promise that he would be given 
a lesser sentence. 

On Nov. 8 the State Supreme 
Court upheld the conviction and 
sentence of Lewis given by the 
Hancock Circuit Court and com- 
mended officers for their fair 
treatment of the prisoner during 
investigation of the case, 

The stay of execution is effec- 
live until the US Supreme Court 
decides if it will review the 
hearing. If this is refused the 
state supreme court will set a 
new date for execution.

It was here that Father Stan- 
islaus Buteux came in the year 
1854 to take a boat to France, a 
crossing that would take over a 
month, even in the clipper ships 
that skimmed the sea in what 
seemed like a fabulous rate of 
speed. 


But Father had an important 
reason for leaving his parish- 
ioners in the tiny town of Bay 
St. Louis during the long 
months the journey would in- 
volve—he needed help in teach- 
ing their children a job which 
had grown too big for the few 
hours he could spare from his 
other work. 


When Father Buteux arrived he 
went first to the Archbishop of 
Belley who recommended his re- 
quest to Reverend Mother St. 
Claude of the Sisters of St. Jos- 
eph in Bourg. 


There were several sisters in 
the convent who were interested 
in missionary work in America, 
but Reverend Mother was not at' 
all sure she wanted to send them. 
France still had need of all her 
religious at home, and the life 
would be hard in the little settle- 
ment. 


But Father pleaded his cause 
well, and after considering the. 


- lie, 


the huge, cumbersome stern- 
matter for several days, she de- 
cided to send three nuns back 
to Bay St. Louis with him to 


open a school. 


On November 19 Mother Eula- 
Sister Anatolie and Sister 
Mary Gonzaga began their great 
adventure when, leaving the con- 
vent that had been their home for 
so many years, they sailed from 
Le Havre to America. After stop- 
ping over with the Ursuline nuns. 
in New Orleans for several days 
they continued the trip to Bay 
St. Louis, where they founded the 
first establishment of the South- 
ern Province of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph. 

Great were the privations of 
these heroic pioneers, housed in 
the humble cottage which still 
exists today. They suffered much 
from cold and hunger. Mother 
Eulalie soon discovered that it 
would be almost impossible to 
make a living there. 


On July 15, 1855 she writes 
her fears to the Superior Gen- 
eral in Bourg: “”... the Bay 
is too poor to feed a commun- 
ity.” 

The Sisters spent every spare 
moment studying English. Daily 
on foot they went to Waveland 
to teach Catechism. In their 
early history we find letters stat- 
ing that they went barefooted in

order to preserve their precious 
shoes. Another letter tells us 
that snakes had even fallen from 
the trees while they wended their 
way on their missionary labor. 


They gave religious instructions 
to the pupils, to their parents, to 
the slaves and even to the Indians 
of the outlying districts. 


In September they were able 
to open a school at Bay St. Louis. 
The initial enrollment was 33 pu- 
pils. By December this number 
had increased to 40. 


Of father Buteux Mother Eula- 
lie wrote: 


“He is really undertaking too 
much—he has engaged a music 
‘teacher to whom we must pay 
$90.00 a month, but we have 
only three music pupilel”
